A few minutes later be announced that 
Dr. W. H. Freudenstein of the City Dis- 
pensary staff had been appointed to suc- 
ceed Dr. Frank Boogher as chief deputy. 

Early in the afternoon he announced that 
Miss Marguerite A. Wertz, who has been 
a stenographer in the office, had been ap- 
pointed official stenographer, to succeed 
Harvey Ready. 

At about the same time, subpenas for the 
discharged men to appear as witnesses be- 
fore the grandjury in an investigation into 
the conduct of the office were served. 

The discharged officials are.Dr. Frank 
Boogher, chief deputy coroner for three 
and one-half years; John D. O'Keefe, dep- 
uty coroner for fifteen months; Harvey 
Ready, stenographer; Wm., Hayes, con- 
stable, and Walter S. Graham, assistant 
superintendent of the morgue. 

The five men say they will be glad to 
appear before theg randjury and assist in 
un investigation of the coroner's office. 
They say their discharge was the result of 
objections on their part to Dr. Funkhous- 
er's methods in conducting the office. 

Dr. Funkhouser refuses to discuss 
matter further than to say he discharged | 
the employes of*the ofice “because he 
did not wan’t them any more.” 

The discharge was the last of 
of exciting incidents that have occurred 
in the past two months, especially since 
the introduction into the Council by 
Councilman Newell of a resolution to in- 
vestigate the time spent by city officials 
in their offices. Among the alleged incl- 
dents are: , 

1. The alleged “switching” of a good 
Fold watch, found om a dead man, for a 
cheap watch, previously worn by Police- 
man Charles Daniels, a relative of Dr. 
Fumnkhouscr, and formerly on duty at 
the coroner's office. 

2. Objection by Dr. Beogher to what 
he anys wus Dr, Funkhouser’s interfer- 
ence with jury verdicts. 

* Charges by Dr. Boogher and others 
that Dr. Funkhouser waa collecting $1 
ench for certified records of coroner's 
cases, amounting to about $1000 a year. 

The climax which preceded the notice of 
discharge came Saturday, at the inquest 
over .the 2 of Porter Leonard, who 
was thrown from his buggy in a Sub- 
urban street car collision and killed. 
Dr. Boogher conducted the inquest. He 
says he personally questioned each of 
the jurors who heard the case and they 
declared in favor of a verdict exoner- 
ating the Suburban company from re- 
sponsibility for the accident. 

“Dr. Funmnkhouscr objected to such a 
verdict” says Dr. Boogher. “He insisted 
thet it be changed, regardless of the 
evidence, and that if the street car com- 
pany could not be held responsible that 
it at least be not exemerated. He de- 
manded and insisted upon an ‘open -ver- 
diet,’ for which there is no warrant in 
law.

KIELY'S CASE. LEFT

Coroner’s Jury Calls Killing of Silence 
Homicide, but Do Not Place 
Responsibility. 
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Dead Man's Father Said Only Cow- 
ards Carried Revolvers and His 
Son Was Not a Coward. 


The coroner's jury, returned a verdict of 
homicide Monday morning in the case of 
Willis Silence, who was killed in a shooting 
affray by John Kiely, a St. Louis deputy 
marshal and son of Mathew \Kiely, the 
chief of police. 

The shooting occurred Saturday night in 
the saloon of Henry Henning at 2601 Gam- 
ble street. Silence, who lived at 270 How- 
ard street, quarreled with Kiely, and in 
the shooting which followed Silence was 
shot down, Kiely was struck in the index 
finger and Joseph Blong, a nephew of Po- 
lice Commissioner Andrew Blong, received 


a slight flesh. wound. 

The saloon was fairly filled with men 
when the shooting occurred, but when the 
coroner's inquest began there was no one 
who would admit to have witnessed the 
shooting. A number of witnesses said they 
heard the men wquarre.ing, and some 01 
them testified that they had heard Silence 
abusing Kiely... Johan Whalen of 2412 Biddle 
street was the only witness who gave any 
testimony hurtful to Kiely. He said he 
heard Silence tell Kiely he was a cheap 
skate and that Kiely thereupon began firing 
his revolver. 

Dr. George H. Thompson of 621 North 
Sarah street, William Humphrey of 234 
Carr street. Thomas McNamara of 1725 Ki- 
hot avenue, Samuel Sargent of 1521 Elliot 
avenue and Mathew J. Sheehan of 1107 
Chestnut street all testified to having heard 
Silence abusing Kiely, and some of them 
said they saw Sllence trying to hit Kiely 
with a beerrinee, 

Thomas H. Silence, the dead man's fath- 
er. soid hie son never carried a revolver. 
He ssid only cowards carry them, and 
that there were no cowards in his family. 

George Silence. the dead man's brother 
raid his brother and Kiely had been togeth- 
er al! day before the shooting occurred 
and that his brother's wife had assured 
him that Willis did no hive a nistol when 
he left home in the morning. She said she 
had never known him to have one. 

The coroner's verdict found that Silence 
had come to his death by a bullet from a 
revolver in the hands of John Kiely. The 
verdict was homicide, without exonerat.- 
ing or blaming Kiely. This leaves the case 
in the hands of the prosecuting attorney. 

Kiely is still in the custody of the po- 
lice. He will be held without bond unt 
the evidence shall have been examined by 
the prosecuting attorney, who decides 
whether a warrant shall issue or not. 

Kiely was taken to the Four Courts by 
Lieut. Wilson after the inqyest and turned 
over to the police there. Instead of being 
locked up, he was permitted to enjoy the 
comforts of the chief of detectives’ office 
It is understood that an application for a 
warrant charging murder in some minor de- 
gree wil) be applied for later in the after- 
noon.

The cases were not reopened in order to 
enable him to change these verdicts. 
“My understanding of the law govern- 
ing. the coroner's office is that there 
are no fees attached to it. Yet when 
certified records of evidence were de- 
manded, Dr. Funkhouser himself fur- 
nished them, on blanks paid for by the 
city.

Indeed, the law had not been undrstood to 
apply to railroads until so constructed by 
the Supreme Court. The act, he contended, 
applies only to contracts and combinations 
in restraint of trade and makes no refer- 
ence to competition. 

Logically construed, Justice Holmes said, 
today’s decision should be followed by the 
criminal prosecution of the parties at in- 
terest in this case. 0 

Speaking o fthe general understanding 
that the Sherman law applied omly to large 
eorporations, the justice said that this im- 
pression was breathed from every pore of 
the! statute, but that its language did not 
Fear out the conclusion.

Three hundred and fifty Washington 
University medical students are awaiting, 
with some fear and trembling, a decision 
to be reached at a faculty conference Mon- 
day evening as to whether there shall be 
the usual one week’s spring vacation begin- 
ning next Saturday. 

It is a vacation which, at first, the stu- 
dents did not want. But when, in answer to 


@ petition, the faculty posted a notice that 
there would be no vacation, the value of 


one rose mightily, and another petition was 


The start of the complication was in the 
ambition of the students to serve their 
country as employes of the World’s Fair. 


A large number of them have night and] 


day visions of unequaled opportunities for 
money~making in various lines of usefulness 
between April 30 and Dec. 1. But the regu- 
lar term of the medical department does 
not end until May 14, two full weeks after 
the opening of the Fair, 

Therefore the idea of abolishing the 
spring vacation and, instead of it, taking 
two weeks from the end of the term, 80 
that the closing would be on April 2 
the day before the opening of the Fair— 
was evolved. A petition making this re- 


uest was err by two-thirds of the stu- 
ents several days ago, and presented to 


the 2 t 

But the faculty refused to grant the peti- 
tion. In sentences that were very polite 
but cuttingly ou the faculty’s answer. as 
posted on the bulletin board, informed the 
students that it was not deemed advisable 
to alter the course as set down in the 


catalogue. 

This, in itself, was a severe blow to the 
students. But worse to come. The mucilage 
which held this anouncement to the bul- 
etin board had hardly become dry when 
another notice was posted. This formed 
the students that, as they had petitioned 
against a spring vacation, there would be 


none. 

Then did dissatisfaction arise in large 
quantities. There were loud and indig- 
nant declarations that such indignity 
would not be borne, and that the stu- 
dents would * strike. But those 
who talked of strike were persuaded to 
pursue a more peaceful course and this 
took the shape of another _ petition— 
asking that the spring vacation be re- 
stored, even though school did keep up- 
til after the opening of the Fair. 

This petition was duly presented to 
Dean Luedeking Saturday and assurance 
was given that it would be considered. 
Monday evening. 

“We don't want the vacation if the ab- 
sence of it will cause the term to end 
earlier,” said a leader of the students 
Monday. “But if there is to be no short- 
ening of the term, and no other advant- 
age as a result of giving up the vaca- 
tion we want it.’

THE RISE IN HOUSE RENTALS. 
The situation with regard to rents in St. Louis was thor- 
Oughly and interestingly told in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. It 
must be admitted that there is ground for the complaints 
of many tenants that excessive rentals are demanded in some 
parts of the city, especially those districts within convenient 
distance of the World’s Fair and supplied with ample street 
failway facilities, while in a few cases the rents may not ex- 
eed those of ten years ago, they are now generally above the 
formal standard and an additional increase is announced. 
| The unfortunate combination of a shortage of houses for 
g@ormal population, with a special demand for World's Fair ac- 
énamodations, is responsible for the situation. It has stim- 
ulated speculation and a feverish desire to obtain the extra- 
ordinary rentals which are being realized from specially desira- 
ble houses. 
Speculation is uncertain and there is a possibility of a 
reaction when the Exposition opens, but meantime great hard- 
ship is entailed upon many tenants of moderate means who 
find themselves unable to meet increased expenses. If the 
tals are increased to an extreme the consequences may be 
fisastrous. Thousands of tenante may be forced to leave the 
Ay during the World’s Fair, or driven to rigid economies 
Which would be damaging to the city and especially to the 
Exposition, The tenants may be overburdened and the goose 
‘that lays the golden eggs killed. 
House owners and agents should give careful consideration to 
the possible consequences of éxcessive rentals. They should 
bear in mind that it is the people who live here, and not 
ſents and speculators, who create solid rental values. To 
en the permanent tenants might bring unprofitable 
results. Moderation is the best policy.
